REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The completion of the new school house in the east part of the 
town, for which $600.00 was appropriated at the last school meet- 
ting , places us among the New Hampshire towns that are credit- 
ably supplied in that ‘respect. We feel that we need no longer be 
ashamed of our school houses. They are good enough for any 
small town, and we congratulate the citizens of Greenfield upon 
the fact that we haven’t a poor school house in town. 

It will be seen by the report that your committee overrun the 
appropriation by a little over $60.00. We built the school house 
for the amount appropriated, but are still in debt for the desks 
and furniture. We feel confident, however, that no one who has 
looked it over will say that the money was not wisely expended. 
We have yet to hear a man. say we could have done all that should 
have been done with less money. The interests of the town are 
one, and one portion can not be improved without benefitting the 
whole town. 

Now that the town has provided so well for the schools, we 
think parents should appreciate it and see that their children regu- 
larly attend. There is much need of improvement along this line. 
The town has provided liberally for our children. We have pleas- 
ant, well-furnished schools. Books, and everything the scholar 
needs, are provided without cost to the pupils. Rich and poor 
fare alike—the poorest child in town can have equal advantages 
with the richest. It only remains for the parents to see to it that 
their children do their part and take these advantages for which the 
town pays. Itis right here the trouble lies. Parents seem to 
think a day or two lost every week no harm. The factis, every 
day a child is absent he loses something he may never have a 
chance to make up, for in one school this last year there were 365 
whole days lost in one term in this way. That means that some 
of our children have lost something that money cannot buy and 
will be just so much loss to them all through their lives. Then 
again, many children who do regularly attend school fail to derive 
as much benefit from it as they otherwise would, because. they 
hear the teacher criticised so much at home. The best teacher 
that ever lived cannot overcome the harm done by this. The poor- 
est teacher will teach pupils enough to pay for sending them if 
they are not so prejudiced at home. “Even if the teacher is not ver Vv 
good, we gain nothing and lose much by telling the children we 
think so. We should make the best of it instead of the worst 
of it. 

With the money appropriated for that purpose, we have greatly 
improved the grounds of the village school, and can take pride in 
its appearance. We believe the town is acting very wisely in be- 
ing so liberal about school matters. Our children can have no 
reason to be ashamed to own their birthplace. Greenfield is, and 
will be, a good place to be born in and to live in.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHRIE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Greenfield, in the County of 
Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House in said Town, on 
Tuesday, the Thirteenth day of March next, at ten of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Ist. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2d. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriations of 
the same. 

3d. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Overseer 
of the Poor, School Board, Liquor Agent, and Auditors, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
repair highways and appropriate the same. 

5th. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire a sum of money to pay town debts, or take any action relat- 
ing thereto. 

6th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate twen- 
tv-five dollars for the Veterans’ Association of Greenfield for Me- 
morial Day. 

7th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate one 
hundred dollars for school purposes, in addition to amount required 
to be raised by law. 

8th. To see if the town will vote to procure land, build a suit- 
able building for a Library, raise and appropriate a sam of money 
not exceeding five hundred dollars for that purpose, or take any 
action relative thereto. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to establish a Public Library, 
accept of the provisions of Chapter VIII., Sects. 21 to 26 of the 
the Public Statutes, in such manner as to be entitled to one hun- 
dred dollars worth of books from the state, elect a board of Libra- 
ry Trustees, raise and appropriate a sum of not less than twenty- 
five dollars’ annually for the support of the Library, and otherwise 
comply with the provisions of said Chapter of the Public Statutes. 

10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the maintenance of a library in addition to 
amount required by the terms of the law. 

llth. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Committee 
on Public Library to lease a suitable room for the same for a term 
of ten (10) years, raise and appropriate money for that purpose or 
take any action relative thereto. 

12. To see if the town will vote to build an arch over the gate- 
way at Greenvale Cemetery, raise and appropriate a sum of money 
not exceeding fifty dollars, or take any action relative thereto. 

13. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.
